REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Loudon: 


I submit herein to you and to the townspeople my sec- 
ond annual report of the conditions, progress and recom- 
mendations for the schools of Loudon. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


Last spring the schools of Loudon were among the first 
to receive the new state course of study. Here, as in all 
parts of the state, we were confronted with the fact that 
the new course was nearly two years in advance of exist- 
ing conditions. But believing it to be derogatory to edu- 
cational interests to adopt any course of a lower standard, 
thus placing our schools on a lower level, out of unison 
with the rest of the state, we have taken this as our guide 
and goal. We are adjusting our classes to it as fast as 
the mental apitudes and abilities of the pupils furnish rea- 
sonable ground for advancement, compatible with educa- 
tional requirements and comparable with common sense. 

To our teachers, I can not recommend too strongly the 
diligent and persistent study of the course. Every time it 
is thoughtfully read it will give you new method, inspira- 
tion, a clearer educational vision and a greater love for the 
work. Indeed, it is the result of far-reaching investiga- 
tions, of searching analytic and synthetic thought, the fruit 
of years’ work by the best educators of our state. 


DONATION TO VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


After a very pleasing program had been rendered by 
Miss Murphy’s pupils, one afternoon during the spring 
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term, a valuable clock was given to the school by the 
Woman’s Club of Loudon Village. The presentation was 
made by Mrs. Etta B. Rowell, in well-chosen remarks, ex- 
pressive of the interest of the Woman’s Club in the edu- 
cational interests and welfare of the town. The gift was 
accepted in behalf of the town by the superintendent. We 
were sorry that Mr. A. L. Osgood, a promoter of the scheme 
and an efficient member of the school board, was unable 
to be present to accept the clock. However, he sent us a 
letter giving reasons for his absence, expressing his regrets 
together with many valuable ideas, an extract of which fol- 
lows: ‘‘Nothing is more essential to success in school life 
than punctuality, and nothing is more conducive to punctu- 
ality than a good reliable timepiece—a clock on the wall— 
where it can be seen and heeded by all. Much has been 
written and, doubtless, will be recited to-day about ‘The 
Old Clock on the Stair,’ ete., but the best clock can avail 
but little unless observed and respected. Like the teacher 
and scholars, in order to accomplish much, it must be wound 
up regularly, well oiled, and the cobwebs kept out of its 
works at all times. Then it will accurately denote the time 
for school to begin and the time to close, the time for re- 
cess and the time for dinner, the time for each recitation 
to start, as well as the time to stop. <A good clock is ever 
on the watch to see that one does not encroach upon the 
time belonging to another.’ 

I heartily approve the sentiments expressed by Mr. Os- 
good and commend the attitude and interest of the Woman’s 
Club, and trust that this spirit may become contagious in 
other districts of the town. While under our town sys- 
tem we may have lost some of the old-time interest in in- 
dividual districts, yet it is possible to make these school- 
houses the centers of intellectual and social activities. 
There is no reason why we should not make them as at- 
tractive and comfortable as our homes. 
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PRIZE SPEAKING CONTEST. 


The third annual prize speaking of the pupils of the 
grammar grades was holden at Town Hall, Friday evening, 
June 23. The hall was filled to its seating capacity and 
much interest manifested in the efforts of the scholars. 
A pleasing program of seventeen numbers, consisting of 
instrumental and vocal musie, readings and orations, was 
given. All the parts were well rendered and much eredit 
is due Mr. A. L. Osgood, who had charge of the assignment 
of pieces and training of the pupils. 

A committee composed of Prin. E. S. Watson, Miss 
Clara Brown and Mr. M. H. Nutter, all of Pittsfield, acted 
as judges. After lengthy deliberation the committee as- 
signed the prizes as follows: First, Ethel Alice Hill; sec- 
ond, Lillian Hazel Newton; third, divided between Marion 
Frances Chick and Charles French. 

A bountiful supply of ice cream and cake was served 
and a general good time enjoyed, after which all returned 
to their homes nourished in mental aspirations and physical 
strength. 


REPAIRS. 


During.the year the following repairs have been made: 
the Pearl schoolhouse shingled; flag-staffs and brackets for 
the Yellow, Pearl, Ridge, Moore and Brown schools; flags 
for the Yellow, Pearl, Moore and Clough schools; eight 
chairs distributed among several schools and occasional set- 
ting of glass. For the ensuing year a flag-pole should be 
set up at the Village school, and I recommend that the 
walls of the room at the Village school be tinted and the 
room put in more attractive appearance. 

Under the instructions of the State Department in con- 
junction with the State Board of Health, we will be called 
upon to meet the minimum requirements for decent and 
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sanitary outhouses. We have no outhouses that will bear 
inspection under these requirements either in sanitary ar- 
rangement or moral aspect. I recommend that. sufficient 
appropriations be made to meet these demands rather than 
allow the state to attend to this matter, doubtless, at an 
increased cost to the town. 


IN GENERAL. 


From our statistical table we glean some encouraging 
data. The average attendance of all schools of the town is 
94% versus 89% last year. Number of tardy marks 369 
versus 689 last year, a decrease of 46%. The number on 
the roll of honor shows a gain of 46%. I wish to eall 
your attention to the fact that of the 369 tardy marks, 163 
were made in one school. This school will never do the 
work that is expected so long as such conditions prevail. 
I urge the teacher, parents and scholars to co-operate to 
Wipe out this disgrace and establish a clean record for 
punctuality. 

The Yellow school lost two weeks on account of scarlet 
fever. This will be made up during the spring term. 

We have introduced the Jones’ Child Speller, recom- 
mended in the state course, in the place of the old American 
Word Book which had been in the school for a generation 
or more. Most of the teachers are following the method of 
teaching spelling given in the state course. 

In arithmetic some picture work has been done. I 
recommend that this method be followed more seriously 
the coming year, that we may shift the basis of our mental 
thoughts from abstract symbols to clear-cut imagery. 

Last, but not least, I urge the people of Loudon to de- 
mand of their school board that, wherever scholars are 
obliged to carry their dinners, the teachers shall be hired 
on condition that they supervise the noon hour and, if pos- 
sible, serve a hot lunch, and the teachers be compensated 
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for such service. I can not say the teachers, with their 
present compensation, ought to do this, but I do say that 
it must be done in some way, and the townspeople and 
school board must meet it if they are to maintain safe- 
guards for the rising -generation. We frown upon and 
-eriticize little annoyances during the school hours such ‘as 
whispering, etc.,—things that are not sins in themselves— 
but throw off all responsibility for the innocent little girl 
or boy and give them opportunities to do things and _ be- 
come inoculated during the noon hour with vulgarities that 
will ruin them for usefulness in the moral and Christian 
life. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the 
hearty support given me by the school board, the loyal 
service rendered by teachers, the courteous treatment of 
scholars and the hospitality of the citizens of Loudon.
